In 923 2-year postsedpi^dary institutions reporting for this study \a 1974-7^ 
there were 2.819.583 ^t^Udents. This>ts the Kiird annual report on enrollments 
I'n 2'year colleges issued under^the joint sponsorship of The American College 
-^^ting Program ancj the University of Cincinnati. It is a companion study to 
the 55th annual report on enrollments in 4-year collegestancj related institu-, 
tlons. published as ACY Special Report Thirteen; In prior years, these studies ' 
were published in Intellect (formerly Schooj^ & Society). Comprehended in 
this report are postsecondary 2-year junior and community colleges, multi- 
purpose, technical and/or vocational schools and institutes, and university 
branch coljeges/campuses/centers that have recogniticfti, approval, or ac- 
creditation by regional associations, professional organizations, or state 
agencies. « ' . • 

Study purpose$ and data analysis guidelines. The aims of the study are to 
collect, interpret, pnd report on 2-year college enrollments as soon in the 
academic year as- possible, to give a preview of them in earlv press releases, 
to provide inforrhation that*will be helpful m postsecondary/mgher education 
planning, and tp place a particular focus on career education enrollments. 

In terms of Increasing support tor this study series, it is gratifying to note that 
745 institutional systems and 923 separate schools reported for 1974-75 m 
comparison td p6 systems and some 700 schools in 1972-73, the first year of 
the report s^n^s.

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It Should be noted that although actual enrollment flgCTres are indicated, ex- 
cept where otherwise noted, because of the obvious interest m them, tffe per- 
centage changes cited are based on comparably reporting institutions This 
practice reflects the fact that some schools each year report too late for inclu- 
sion, incompletely, or not at all, thus, percen,tage changes are meaningful. *

Part-time student count still the feature, story— up by IZ.TVb. Part-time stu- 
dents, totalling J, 553,399, showed a massive movement upward, with a rise 
m comparable situations of 17,7%, and provided the feature story on ttte 
spread of overall enrollments for 1974-75. When bracketed with a 20.6% rise 
in 1973-74, the increased enrollment of part-time students m the 2-year col- 
leges was truly significant. As noted in the earlier study, 4-year and related 
schools w-ith a part-time gain of 8%'also reflected increasing concern and 
service for part-time students, but the phenomenal gam of 17,7% and the ac- 
counting for 55% of their entire enrolli^nt in the category of part-time stu- 
dents indicated the strength of the thrust in the part-time education field 
that siiil IS beins mounted in the 2-year colleges. 

Much emphasis was given m the study above cited to the tendency in recent 
years fbr traditional enrollments to waver, level off, or even decline, to the 
probability ot their considerable decrease m the 1980s, tothe rising neefisfor 
nontraditional and continumg education services, and to the importance of 
enrollments m these fields to the viability of postsecondary institutions in 
general. In their normally more ponderous reaction time, the 4-year ai^d re- 
lated schools appear to have gotten the vision of the future in respec^to in- 
stitutional as well as societal needs, but the 2-year colleges, to date, have been 
much more perceptive, flexible, and responsive in their movements to accom- 
modate part-time students.' The senior institutions well may profit by a care- 
ful study of the policies and strategies of their 2-year counterparts in this 
important area of postaecorfdary education. 

Full-time s^udpnts also show significant increase— rise of 5.Qp/o. Paralleling 
but Significantly outpacing the 4-year schools, the 2-year units, with a total 
of 1,266,184 full-time students reported in 923 institutions, showed a rise of 
5 8% as compared with 2% in the senior schools. Although comprising only ^ 
45% of the total 2-7ear college enrollment reported, the full-time students still ' 
accounted for sofne 87% of the full-time-ectuivalent student number in the 
2-year schools and, therefore, have to be^considered the core element in the 
consideration of programs, finances, and faculty as well as physical resources. 
Part-time students Ovill experience further growth in their importance, but in 
the years ^ust ahead the full-time attendees will continue to command a cen- 
tral position in the 2-year college picture. 
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The grand total count reveals striking growth of 11.9°/o. In headcount, the 923 
reporting' units showed a grand total of 2.819.583, for a^ruly significant in- 
crease of 11 9% This IS in comparison to a rise of 11 6% mi 973-74 and a paral- 
lel growth of only 3 7% in the 4'>;ear schools for 1974-75. On any basjS of judg- 
ment, enrollment giovements indicate that the 2-year colleges continue to 
comprise an academic lodestone which is attracting an increasing number of 
both older and younger Americans who are entering or reentering the aca- 
demic mainstream at the collegiate level. Although ther^is^no way of quanti- 
fying accuratelyr their relative impact, there are many factors that contribute 
to the development pf this edijcational phenomenon. Generally open admis- 
sions. Ibwer fees than normally prev^l in the 4-yeaf schoolsrflexibility in edu- 
cational prograflnming. emphasis on career educaupn without^crificing in- 
terest in and support of transfer-oriented programs^ stress on good teaching 
as welt as close student-teacher relationships, and the location of most 2-year 
schools \x\ commuting range of their students all are powerful influences for 
the attraction of students. ^ 

Public 2-year schools continue high rise— up l2.2o/o. As a reflection of th'e 
interaction of various social, political, and economic forces in the education- 
al world. It is of interest and importance to. get perspective oXthe enrollment 
movements on a comparative basis as they mvolvfe public, church-affiliated. 
and independent 2-year schools. In the 717 reporting 2-year public schopis 
(mcluded in 545 institutional systems), there were 2,682,098 students report- 
ed, for a rise of 12 2%. Significant as this gain is, however, it is short of the 
12 4% increase recorded for schools reporting comparably in 1973-74. Full- 
time students in this category numbered 1,174,405, for a jump of 6.2%, and 
the part-time figi^re of 1,507.693 was up^Dy 17.6%. The fact that total enroll- 
ment in the public institutions comprised 95% of the grand total in all reportT 
ing 2-year schools Qives some sense cM the overwhelming role of the public 
units in the 2-year college field. 



Indepfe/idents gain 10.6% and church-aifiliated colleges rise 2.4%. Two-year 
colleges in both independent and church-affiliated categories showed gams 
tor 1974-75. in contrast to^the loss patterns displayed by each group in 
1973-74 In 111 reporting independent schools, with a total enrollment of 
92.119. the rise was a significant 10.6% in comparable situations. In full-time 
students, the count was 55,591, a gain of 4%, the part-time total of 36,528 re- 
flected an unprecedented growth of 21.8%— even higher than the U.6% mark 
achieved in the public schools In 1973-74. the same group registered a loss 
of 1.4%, 



The 95 reporting units that are church-affiliated and/or church or religiously 
related counted a grand total of 45,366 students for an increase of 2.4%, as 
against a decline of 2.7% in 1973-74. These schools reported 36,188 full-time 
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Students, a slight loss of 3%, and a part-t^e count of 9,178 for an unusual 
gam of 16 8°/o In similar tabulations for 1973-74, the fuil-time enrollment 
decline was 5 8%, and the part-time gain was 18.8%. 

Although the numbers are small by comparison with those of their public 
cpunterparts, the figures indicate that these private schools shared advanta-' 
.geously in the upward movement th^ characterized postsecondary enroll- 
ments generally in 1974-75. The high rises in part-time enrollments clearjy 
indicate the alertness of these units in the part-time education area and their 
flexibility in adjusting to the academic needs of the students attending on less 
• than a full-timeHDasis. 

When enrollments for'the independent and church-affiliated units are com- 

'bined. the results sho^ that the 206 reporting nonpublic schools enrolled a 
. grand total of 1 37,485 students, for an annual gam of t.©yo, the full-time count 
. of 91;779 showed a rise of 2.2%, and the part-timers numbered 45,706, an 

increase of 20.8% Of the total students reported m all 923 schools, 4.9% of 

them were \r\ the nonpublic units. 

Schools and students by systems— state and local. A special statistical focus 
m tyiis and the companion report on the 4-year schools is on the rapid and 
massive growth of the unitary, state, district, coftnty, local, and city systems 
of mutticampus schools. In the 1973-74 antecedent of this report, considerable 
attention was given to the growth, rationale, advantages, and problems at- 
tendant to the development of the systems approach in the organization of 
2-year postsecondary education. A recounting of that analysis would be re-^ 
dundant, but the author refers interested readers to the statements therefor' 
background information.^ The listing of the public systems of schools is re- 
flected m the subgroupmg of the unit enrollments set forth in Table 1. 

, For 1 974-75, a gleaning of data from Table 1 showsthat the numl^rs and types 
of systems, their total enrollments, and the percentage relationship to the en- 
rollment in all reporting 2-*year schools were as follows. 19 state systemjs, 
447.350. 15 district^, 409,841, ,and 9 local and county groups, 88,053. In all 
43 public systems, there were 427,102 full-time, 518,142 part-time, and 
945.244 grand total students, 33.5% of all students reported. By system types, 
the percentages of the total enrollments m all the 923 reporting schools were 

_^s foltows. state,* 15.9%, district, 14.5%, and local^and county, 3.1%. 

The emphasis on career education programs and enrollments. An aim from 
the outset in this study series has been to give special attention to career edu- 
cation in the 2-year institutions. I n the last quarter of a century, a major thrust 
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in the 2-year postsecondary schools has been to prepare an mcreasmg number 
of students for career areas where their collegiate-level training would pro- 
vide qualifications for immediate job entry. - ' , 

In a subsequent ACT Special Report, particular attention will be given to ca- 
reer enrollments by program, but emphasis in this study is'placed upon en- 
rollments by types' of institutions. The extensive rationale displayed in the 
1973-74 report remains valid and wtll not be ^^eiterated * Suffice it to say that 
the thrust toward career education continues upward in very Sharpjjegree and 
promises to continue so in the years just ahead. Indeedj the-recession-infla- 
tion or "stagflation" experience of the 1972-74 period gave rtore momentum 
to the drivfe toward career education.^ln the economic short run, at least, 
priority has been given in the job market to students v\tjth tec/inical and voca- 
tional training programs to their credit. Supportive thouglVthis wribr con- 
sistently has been of Career education in the e-year schools, an qft-repeated 
warning is worthy oi repetition. Career education is commendable but not at 
the expense^dr to the eXclusian of the broader and more ienaral education 
that primarily is the result of an adequate exposure to the irts and sciences. 
As the technical or vocational speciali^s reach the point Aere junior man- 
agement or other administrative assigprfients may be open, they will fmd that 
^OJ^^ perspective arid deeper understanding deriving from the^ssocia- 
tiorywiirrthe liberal arts^nd the so-called "aoademicV disciplines provfde an 
'^n*^*'^ background that is highly facilitative of successful managemerjt. 
M^agement decision rriaking so often involves questions and implications 
that range far afield from the narrovv speciality in 'which a technician may 
have been trained Furthermore, merely to keep pace with the rapid change 
of our times, the career education specialist needs not jonly to keep abreast 
of developments in one's own field but also to make an effort to sample and 
savor academic offerings in those studies that should enable one to experi- 
ence life as well as professional enrichment, and to grow In the field of re- 
sponsible citizenship Nevertheless, the data track the students in their pursu- 
ance of career education paths, and it is in order here to indigate the enroll- 
ment trails they leave behind them. ^ ' , 

Certain subset calculations reflect iq a general, way the proclivity of 2-year 
collegians for the career programs. The subsets comprehendjunior, commun- 
ity, technical, vocational, technical/vocational, and multi-durpose colleges 
as well as branch campuses and centers and any other school type that does 
not fit in the above catego>ies. | 

An overview of technical/vocational enrollments. Of all the School types, the 
76 reporting technical schools, with a total enrollment of 87^383, showed the 
highest percentage gain, 18.4%, over 1973-74. With 55,873 full-time students, 
the gam was 12 2% but the 31,510 part-Jimers executed a n^ar quantum leap

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upward'o^ 30.2V In the related group of 43 institutions classified as technical/ 
vocational schools, there were 38,327 fuii-twTie students, a gain of 15.7%; 
24,189n3art-time registrants emerged for a striking gam of 22.6%; and the 
grand total was 62,5J6, aji. increase of 18.2% While the numbers are not 
large enough tb^be statistically definitive, seven strictly vocational schools 
with 2,544 full-time students, 830 part-time enrollees, and a grand total of 
3.374 showed a full-tirrie gam of 2.5%, a part-time loss of 17.8%, and an overall 
decline of 6.4%. In alTschool categories readily identifiable by type, this wa$ 
the only area in which there were decreases in part-time and grand total stu- 
dents. When consideration is given to the fact, however, that many hundreds 
of thousands of students enrolled in junior and community colleges actually 
were pursutag technical and vocational ^tudy programs and when note is 
taken of the fact that those schoqls experienced significant gains ^n their 
enrollments, it is clear that the thrust toward technical education continued 
its 'Rigorous upward motion in 1-974-75. 

Junior and community college enrollmients still on the rise. The 485 institu- 
tions classified aad.reporting as community colleges indicated a grand total 
count of 2,281,074 for a gam of 12.3%. Of those, 951,067 »were full-time stu- 
dents, a rise of 6%, and 1,330,007 were enrolled on a part-time basis, for an 
increase of 17.5%. In trte 242 units labeled as junior colleges, the grand total 
\ was 280,287 students, which^reflected an overall g^in df 7.2%. The lesser 
level of increase, as compared to the technical and community colleges, re-* 
fleets. the fact that many of tile umts in this group are private schools whose^ 
enrollments are more stabilized than those of the public colleges^ In ^hese 
scbools, the full-time number was 167,905, a-gain of 1.6%u and the part-time 
count was 112,382, reflecting a sharp rise of 19.2%. 

Multi-purpose and branch colleges also experienced growth. In 1 3 institutions 
. classified as multi-purpose, a total of 54,040 students showed an increase of 
14.2^/0 that was only exceeded by the technically oriented schools. The 19,013 
full-time and 34,027 part-time students aQCOunted for respective gains of 
6.9% and 18.5%. fifty-six university branch colleges, campuses, and centers 
showed only very modest enrollment gains. The 51,741 student total for such 
schools reporting represented an upward movement of only 3.4%, the 31,309 
full-time students were up by 4.3%, but the 20,432 part-time enrollees increas- 
ed only by 1.8%. Only one institution fell into a classification "other"^than 
those above noted, and its enrollment comprehended only 168 students. ' 

Comparisons of comparable public vs. private schools by, institutional types. 

For purposes of comparison, a summary analysis of enrdTtments by institu- 
tional types m comparable situations is helpful In the public arena, the num- 
bers of schools by types, grand total enrollments, and percentage chapges up 
or down were as follows.* 60 junior, 120,084, 9.4%, 262 comnnunity, 1,523,984, 
12.2%, 42 technical, 58,746, 19.8%, 19 technical/vocational, 35,110, 18.2%; 
10 multi-purpose, 45,820, 14.3%, and 14 branches, 44.884, 3.4%. Intheinde- 
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pendent^categbry, there were 51 comparable junior colleges with 28,576 stu- 
dents for a gain of 3 6% In the remaining independent school types the data 
wel^e as follows 6 community, 28r174, 20.8%. 8 technical, 5,023, 4 3% 3 tech- 
nical/vocational, 1,425. 18 4%. 4 vocational; 1,140, -6,4%, 1 multi-purpose, 
.478, 7 4%; and 1 "other," 168, -4%. InMhe church-related schools,*the figures 
are as follows- 74 junior, 32,752. 2.3%, 1 community, 458, 7.5%, arid 1 techni- 
.cal. 269, - 7% These computations'r.eflect the emphasis placed orftechnical/ 
. vocational educational programs jn the public schools as com)Dared to the 
nonpublic and. conversely.Mhe liberal Arts stress in the private institutions. 

Independent proprietary (tax-paying) schools show 4.7% gain. A category of 
schools that has been emerging ih this study series in a statistical sense is\he 
independent and proprietary tax-paying schools. Twelve such schools report- 
ed in 1973*-74. but the number was 29 for 1974-7^. Only 10 of them, however, 
reported enrollments on a-comparable basis for both years. Since there is no 
nationally published study of enrollments on the many thousands of schools 
that fall in this classification, such dataf^as have surface^for the 29 schools 
and the 10 comparable units are worthy of attention. In the reporting schools, 
there were 1 5.01 4 total students, an increase in comparable-situations of 4.7%!^ 
Ttie full-time total of 11,969 and the part-time portion of 3,045 reflected a 
full-time rise of 9 4% but a part-time loss of 1 1.3%, in comparable |jnits. For 
the first time in this study, the reporting schools in this category are identified 
and their erirollments cited, in Tables. 

Perspective on full-time freshmen In comparable schools—modest movements 
up— only 2.8%. Freshman figures m general are less meaningful for 2-yeac 
than 4-year institutions because of the more variegated pattern in which they 
appear as a result of the enrollment of first-time degree-credit persons, re- 
turnees, transfers, the incidence of the input of adults often after mahy years 
out of high school, the presence of certificate and/or certification or licencing 
programs, numerous other programs with objectives short of earne^i degrees, 
and the highly variable mixture of part-time and full-time sfudents^The pur- 
pose here is not to be completely compreh^nsiveand inclusive of alfso-called 
fresHmen but to target on a significant control group of full-time classified 
freshmen in comparable^chool situations. To the extent that this group pro- 
vides the entry base for the core group of students aroun'd which the basic 
and ongoing curricular, facilities, faculty, and student services planning is 
done, it is of high importance. 

In this perspective, it is significant that in 458 schools reporting comparably, 
the grand total of 429.844 full-time freshmen amounted to a modest growth 
of only 2 8% Within the overall matrix of schools, the 318 public units, with 
394.548 freshmen, showed an increase of 3.5%, the 74 church-related units 
reported 16,750 such students and had a mr.rginal gam of only .8%. The ^6 
independent institutions wit^) 18,546 fresh nen enrollees actually declined 
by 8 1% By contrast, in 1 973-74, the grand total of fyjTl-time freshmen in com- 
parable situations rose by 3.2%. the public units grew by 3.9%, the church 
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schools by 6.4%, ^nd the independent institutions by .6%. Two implications 
suggested by the data for the last 2 yeaVs are. (1) that the leveling off of the 
enrollment of traditional fqll'time freshman groups., so much a subject of 
concern and speculation for the mid and later 1970s, and especially the 1980s, 
already may be manifesting itself, and (2) that,, in view of the grand total en- 
rollment increase of 11 9% and 17.7%^ris6 in part-time students in all com- 
parably reporting 2'year schools, the vital relationship of part-tinEie^educa- 
tion m all of its manifestations (continuing, nontraditional, experiential,, 
transfer, latje entry, and the like) is increasingly evident. Thesluggisb move- 
ment and/ or lag m freshman^enrollments must be a matter of ongoing con- 
cern for educational and societal planning just as innovative and creative 
practices should be priorities for the 2-year schools in the remaining 1970s 
and the 1980s. * 



A look at mpn and women in the enrollment picture— women gain 15.4%.^ In 
' ^thif decade so.marked by the emergence of women under banners of libera- , 
tion, equal rights, and affirmative action, it is significant and reassuring, 
though not surprising, fo^see women take a front and center position, on a 
percentage basis, »n thfe developing enrollment picture Of the 2,819,583 stu- 
dent grand total in 929^eporting instftutions, 46.4% were womenf, as com- 
pared to 41^5% irx 1973*74 In the full-time and part-time categories, women 
registered respective percentage enrollment gams of 8.4% an(ir21%, as com- 
pared to 4% and 14.6% foremen. The female portion of the full-time enroll- 
'* ment was 42.4%, and of the p"^-time count was 49.7%. In the public sector, 
the wgmen gained 9.2% in full-time, 21.3% in part-time, and 16% in grand 
total comparable counts over 1973-74. The female enrollment portions of- 
public enrollments were 41.5% for full-time, 49 8% -for par^time, and 46,2% 
for grand total coiints. / • 



The church-affiliated units by compansoa hapl .8%, 12.4%, and 3% increases, 
respectively, in the full-time, part-time, and total columns, with- women com- 
prising 52 3% of full-tim^, 58 1% of part-time, and 53.5% of their grand total 
enrollments Similar tabulations for the independent schools reflect respec- 
tive gams for women m full-Jime, part-time, and grand total numbers of 2.6%, 
12 1%, and 10 6%, with female prjoportions of 53%, 37.3%, and 46 8% in the 
same areas of enrollments. 

*ln all reporting schools, the feiYiale percentages of total enrollments by tyf^^^ 
of schools were as follows for full-time students, junior, 46 1%, communife. » 
42 1%, technical, 38%, vocational, 36 1%, technical/vocational, 38.1%, muHi- 
purpose, 45.1%, branches, 42.9%, and other, fi.8%. In part-time enrollmefits, 
the percentages for women by school types were, junior, 48.3%, community, 
50.4%, technical, 34.3%, vocational, 39 8%, technical/vocational, 35.2%, 
multi-purpose, 50.4%, branches, 46.8%, and other, 18.2%. While the march 
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of the women moves on, as evidenced by the overall 15.4% gam, m comp^^ri- 
son to a 9 1% rise for the men in gran.d total numbers, it needs also to be ob- 
served that With women accounting for 46 ?Vo of the total 2-year collegiate 
enrollment m 1974-75. there is less than a 5% marginal gainMo be expected 
before the 50-50 level is reached Unless men should cease collegiate attend- 
ance in Sonne unexpected degree, there are not the massive gams m female 
enrollments ahead that many might have expected in the future. 

The geographic range of full-time enrollments. Geography provides yet an- 
other vantage point for viewing enrollment developments. In Table 5, eXroll- 
ments for comparable institutions on a full-time basis by geographic regions 
and states are set forth Summary data indicate enrollment totals and per- 
centage changes by regions as follows. New England, 30,571 (.7%), Middle 
Atlantic. 195,050 (5 6%), East North Central, 131,950 (5.9%), \Aiest North Cen- 
tral. 68.671 (-2 2%), South AHantic, 142,146 (7.4%), East South Central, 
3:^898 (7 9%). West South Central. 65,835 (7 1%), Mountain, 38,473 (18.4%), 
Pacific. 180.133 (6%). and Terntonal. 428 (-11 2%). With an 18 4% rise, the 
Mountain region was the increase leader by far, and the West North Central 
showed the greatest continental loss with a 2.2% decline 

Full time equivalent enrollments— focus on the FTE. Although human heads 
provide the all-important basis for personalized student accounting, it is.,the 
ubiquitous FTE or f ull-time-equivalent student that more and more provides^ 
the base of public subsidy and other financial support. FTE conversions, re- 
flective of the lesser credit-hour value of part-time headcounts, tend to reduce 
the percentage changes to less dramatic levels. In the 923 reporting schools, 
the FTE courit was 1.783.983. and the increase, in comparable situations, was 
8 9^'o In the public units there were 1,676,969 FTE s. a rise of 9.2%, the church 
schools showed 39,2^7 for a gam of 7%. and the independent units had 
67.767. a6 9**'b increase By school types, the FTE percentagechanges^ncom* 
parable schools were as follows, junior, 4%, cpmmunity, 9.3%, technical, 
14 99^0. vocational. -1 7%, technical/vocational 16 8%. multi-purpose, 11.1%. 
branches, 3.9%, and other, -5 6%. 

Prospectst and problems for the 2-year colleges ahead. In reports for prior 
years and m ACT Special Report Thirteen published m 1975. the author com- 
mented extensively upon the anticipated decline in high school graduates 
after 1976-77 and the possible imphcationf^pr all institutions of higher edu- 
cation As the data set forth m this report indicate, the 2-year schools have 
been active m providing increased educational opportunity for the norrtradi* 
tiona! and other continuing education students m part-time programs The 
slowing of the freshman flow in 1974-75 mto the 2-year schools provided fur- 
ther evidence of the need m-^a survival sense for those institutions to continue 
their activity m seekmg^student constituencies to serve in addition to the his- 
toric corps of high school graduates

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Leaders of 2-ye^r colleges should beyvare'bf complacency. "Ahejr units are not 
*4 immune to th^ forces of finance, the impact of contmued^recess^ion, ttie wav- 
ering of public support for higher education, and the collective bargainmg 
thrust' of faculties that are among the many aspects of concern to the 4-year 
schools. On their, part as well as that of their 4-year counterparts, there wtll 
be an ongoing need for creative planrung for programs that will be suitable 
for the remaining l97Qs and that rfiight serve students better m the 1980s. 
They should beware of physical overextension and should be concerned with 
good teaching, good student advising, and service to the publics they serve.

The thesis that teachers are.elenriental in the^learnmg process 
of students is'Jittle questioned, and the assumption in this study is that the 
presentation of )teach^r data along wifh student §lkt4Stics has high relevance 
. for .the assessment of the academio-enterprtSe. Contrary to th(e experience m 
.surveying the 4-year and related mstilulions, the .author commends the 2-year 
. school^ generally for the faithfulness with which "they report their faculty 
"figures. Eyen so, there aVe a few instances in which such data either were not 
^ reported or were not available. As a rule, the absence of teacher tabuJations 
IS associated with jhe very large and/or the great systems. Given the signifi- 
cance of these great systems, in the overall scheme of postsecondary educa-

Institutipns surveyed are postsecondary 2-year junior and community colleges, 
other multi-purpQse college^, technical schools or institutes, vocational 
schools, technical/vocational schools, and 2'*year units administered by 
4-year colleges or universities (branch cofleges/campuses/centers) that have 
regional association, professional organization, and/or state agency recogni- 
tion, approval or accreditation, and offer collegiate-level certificate and 
associate degree prograpns. Classification of schools by types reflects insti- 
tutional preference where available and the author's judgment. 

The full-time dtucJ^t^evot6& sptisjantially all working or study time to the 
cpJIege curriculum. This is interpreted generally to mean 12 collegiate-level 
credit hours, presumably 75% of a normal load or more. The presumption is 
that these stude'nts are assessed full-time fees. The part-time student normal- 
ly takes collegiate-level credit courses in the late afternoon, on Saturday, in 
the evening, frequently in the day,^or by extension, and enrolls f6r fewer than 
12 credits, or less than 75% of a ndPmal load. 
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Freshmen are presumed to be full-time persons classified as first-year or 
freshman collegiate-level undergraduate students. They are not -necessarily 
first-time, degree-credit students, because such a restriction vyould preclude 
the listing of any students registered as freshmen who began their college 
work in the previous winter, spring, or summer.

teaching staff and part-time individuals not on leave, including lecturers,
